The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record do not disclose or suggest alone or in combination each and every features of a 
fluorescent lamp and liquid crystal display device, which include side luminous peaks of 
the green color phosphor located outside of the luminous wavelength range of the 
maximum luminous peak are removed or minimized (cl.1); wherein the blue phosphor 
has a luminous spectral distribution of a shape line (col. 14 & 22); wherein the green 
color phosphor has only one maximum luminous peak corresponding to the maximum 
luminous wavelength of about 520-555nm and (cl 17).
